A site for farm colony for house af 
correction prisoners and a house of 
shelter for women has been agreed 
upon by the finance committee of the 
city council 3 

The committee yesterday recom- 
mended that the city acquire 327 acres 
of land on the Joliet road in Lyons 
township. Bond issues of $250,000 for 
these were approved by the voters in 
1915, but it was not until yesterday 
that it was decided to locate the house 
of shelter on the same site as the pro- 

Joseph Siman, superintendent of the 
bridewell, told the committee that the 
project would be a paying investment 
for the city.. He said women prisoners, 
particularly first offenders, could be 
taught useful occupations amid pleas- 
ant surroundings. He said there would 
be nothing of the prison air about the 

roposed house of shelter. : 
Expects 10 Per Cent Profit. 

1 think we can show a profit of 
10 per cent on the investment,” said 
Mr. Siman. “ At the bridewell now we 
have to buy most’ of thé vegetables 
we use. We could raise all we wanted 
at the farm with small expense.” 

The house of shelter idea has the ap- 
proval of practically all the civio and 
reform organizations. The theory is 
that most of the women sent to the 
bridewell serve their sentences and re- 
turn to freedom only to again take up 
their former ways. It, has been de- 
clared that judges can send women to 
this house, when it is established, and 
that there they can be taught to sup- 
port themselves by legitimate means. 


Of Value to Prisoners. 


The farm colony is based on the 
same scheme. There is not enough 
work at the bridewell to give work to 
all the male inmates. The farm idea is 
not only expected to better the physical 
condition of prisoners but at the same 
time will be made a self-supporting 
and revenue producing project for the 
city. .
